SEIGE AND REDDCTION OF FORT 


The Scige and Redaction of Fort Pulaski 
are well told in this brief report to the Uni- 
ted States Engineer Department, and the

The Fort, as our readers may know, is situ- 
ated on Cockepur Island, Georgia, at the head 
of Tybee Roads, and commands both channels | 
of the Savannah River. The position is « 
very strongone. The Island is wholly 
and is about one mile long and half a mile 
wide. It is ® brick work of five sides, or 
faeces, inclnding the gorge; casemated on all 
sides; the walls seven and a halt feet thick. 
and twenty-five feet high, above high water; 
mounting one tier of guns in embrasures, and 
one en bartetie. The gorge ts covered by an 
‘earthen outwork (demilune) of bold relief. 

At the time of the seige it contained forty- 
eight guns, of which twenty bore on the-bat- 
teries on Tybee. A full armament for the 
work would be 160 guns. It belongs once 
more to the Federal Government.
